OF HIS PRIOR WORK AS A CONSULTANT TO TURKEY ON AEGEAN DISPUTE. 

2. GREEK CASE PRESENTED BY AMBASSADOR KARANDREAS, PROFM 
EFSTATHIADIS AND PROF. O'CONNELLM O'CONNEL’S PRESENTATION 
WILL CONTINUE MORNING OF AUG 26 TO BE FOLLOWED BY THAT OF 
PROF PINTO. COURT IS NOT SITTING IN AFTERNOON AND EXPECTS 
PROF PINTO’S PRESENTATION TO BE CARRIED OVER UNTIL MORNING 
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OF AUG 27. SHOULD GREEK CASE STILL NOT BE COMPLETED AT THAT 
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TIME, COURT MAY SIT ON FRIDAY AFTERNOON. ICJ SPOKESMAN 
UNABLE TO GIVE US ESTIMATE ON WHEN COURT'S JUDGMENT WOULD
